IN COURT. 


Larry Comers Imitated a California 
Millionaire and Will Go to 
the Work-House. 


“A millionaire in San Francisco said he 
had the right to spit on the floor of a 
Street car, a steam car or in any other 
place and it was nobody’s business,”’ said 
Judge Peabody, in the Police Court Satur- 
day morning, after he had heard the evi- 
dence against Larry Comers, who was 
charged with spitting on the floor of a 
street car. 

“This millionaire said it was anybody's 
privilege at any time and at any place to 
spit wherever he saw fit. The millionaire 
was arrested and the judge did not agree 
with him. He sent him to jail despite his 
millions. . 


“Now a hog delights to wallow in the 
fiith, When feeding at a trough it will put 
its feet in the trough and do other things 
that are too disgusting to think about. 
Nasty and disgusting things may be ex- 
pected of an idiot, too. But any man who 
de.iberately walks into a street car and sits 
besides ladfes and gent.emen and with his 
filthy expectorations of tobacco juice con- 
verts that car into a place worse than a 
pig pen is not good enough to be placed in 
the same class with swine and idiots. He 
belongs in a class by himself. I know noth- 
ing so depraved, disgusting and filthy that 
I can compare with it. 

“I will treat this hog just as the San Fran- 
cisco judge did the millionaire. I can’t 
send him to jail. But I will fine him $50, 
which ‘s equivalent to three months in the 
W ork-house.”’

For two years Jefferson Barracks has 
been known as a regimental post, six of the 
eight troops of the Third Cavalry being 
stationed there. 

Under the terms of the order just issued 
Colonel Guy V. Henry and his staff will be | 
required (to station themselves at Fort 
Ethan Allen within a month. 

The commandant’s staff comprises Adju- 
tant West, Lieut. T. B. Rivers and the 
Regimental Band, under Bandmaster C. A. 
Bessey. 

The reduction of the barracks to «4 |

IN CUBA. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 15.—The def- 
inite announcement was made at the Capi- 
to) to-day that a message on the Cuban 
situation will be sent to Congress by the 
President next Monday. It will deal specific- 
ally with the question of the deprivations to 
which American citizens are subjected in 
Cuba, and it is understood that it will 
recommend an appropriation for their re- 
lief. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 15.—The 
President received from Secretary of State 
Sherman, at Washington, this morning, ab- 
stracts of telegrams and letters which have 
come to the Secretary from Cuba. These 
are said to relate largely to the subject of 
the distress and destitution n@w existing on 
the island. It is further said that they 
confirm in great measure the information 
hitherto received by the President on this 
subject. 


STARVATION AND DISEASE. 


Mr. Calhoun May Find the Situation 
Worse Than Reported. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAVANA, May 15.—The Spanish gunboat 
Diego Velazquez entered on Wednesday 
morning the Bay of Cienfuegos, carrying 
twenty-four families of pacificos from the 
Province of Santa Clara. The families were 
found near the shore, starving, and were 


sent to the outposts at Clenfuegos with the 
other famine-stricken non-cOmbatants by 
orders of Gen. Weyler. — 

At Poso Lunar, in Santa Clara Province 
the Spanish battalion of Zaragoza found 
seventy-four families starving in huts. In- 
stead of giving tigem any relief, the Span- 
jlards treated the brutally. Women, old 
men and children were brought to a place 
near the Spanish fort and ob.iged to stay 
there without shelter or food, 

At Guines, in Havana Province, several 
Spanish physiclans were detailed to inspect 
the place and report on the sanitary meas- 
ures that should be taken to check the 
small-pox. They were so much impress:d 
by the situation that, even at the risk of 
being persecuted, they presented a few days 
ago to the sanitary department of the town 
a report denouncing the carelessness of the 
Spanish authorities. In the suburbs of the 
town they found persons ill of small-pox, 
without any medical assistance and medi- 
cines, and crowded into: small huts. The 
reservoir which provides drinking water for 
the town was terribly polluted. More than 
a foot of decaying organic matter coats the 
bottom. The “0 age found in a hospital 
48 sick in 43 beds. Three of the beds had 
two sick persons each, and In another oné 
three persons were lying, one having been 
dead more than five hours. No physicians 
were in attendance. In the square of La 
Villa there were 200 huts of pacificos, 
gathered in by the Spanish columns. In 
each hut there were at least two persons ill 
of small-pox. In each of several four or five 
sick men and women were found. The peo- 
ple had no money even for coffins for their 


dead. 

After this report was presented, the sani- 
tary departmént ordered that a new hos- 
pital be erected immediately. But the sick 
who were transferred to that new building 
were abandoned there, and after thirty- 
six hours without any assistance, the ma- 
jority died of hunger. 

At El Limonar, near Matanzas, the Span- 
ish guerrillas, in attempting to reconnoiter 
the neighboring hills, fe:l into an ambush 
prepared by the insurgents. Forty out of 
the 100 guerrillas were killed. The rest fled 
to the town of Limonar, There they 
avenged themselves on the unarmed and 
starving pacificos, attacking them’ with 
machetes, and killing women and children. 
Sixty pacificos were killed. 

In Santa Clara Province 600 persons died 
of hunger last week. The American Con- 
Sulate is surrounded by men Spying on 
those who bring in news aboui the situation. 

Your correspondent has conferred with in- 
fluential persons here about Mr. Calhoun’s 
visit and the measures that could be taken 
by the American Government in behalf of 
the American victims of the famine. The 
eneral opinion is that Mr. Calhoun will 
nd the situation worse than has been re- 
ported, though the Spanish authorities wi!l 
make all possible efforts to thwart his in- 
vestigations. 

A sensible man here, a Spaniard by birth, 
said yesterday: “If the United States would 
like to do something for their citizens and 
for humanity here, the first step to take Is 
to remove the cause.”’ And, pointing to 
the Spanish flag waving over Moro Cas- 
tle, he added: ‘‘There is the cause.”

FEELING AT MADRID. 


Hostile Expressions by the Press of 
the Spanish Capital. 


MADRID, May 15.—The Herald, referring 
to the possible action of the United States 
for the rellef of Americans in Cuba, says: 
“The Spanish Government will have uni- 


versal opinion on its side if it acts with 
energy in repelling American interference 
in its affairs, but this opinion’ will be hos- 
tile unless the Government ceases making 
concessions. These displays of weakness 
if they do not increase the difficulty of 
solving the question, certainly do not im- 
prove the situation in Cuba." 

The Correspondencia announces that the 
reported increase in the strength of the 
Spanish nev? was decided upon in view of 
the posaibillity of international conflicts. 


READY FOR SEA. 


Suspicion That the Flagship New 
York Will Sail for Cuba. 


NEW YORK, May 16.—Orders has been 
sent to Rear Admiral Montgomery Sicard 
to have his flagship, the New York, made 
ready to go to sea from New York at a mo- 
ment’s warning, according to a Washing- 


ton dispatch to the Herald. She is to 
fill up with eoal to her full capacity. ‘It is 
believed that she will be ready for sea by 
Monday next. Concerning the flagship’s 
destination nothing can be learned at the 
Navy Department, but that her departure 
from port has <p | bearing on the Cuban 
question is denied y the secretary.

PHILADELPHIA. 


A SPLENDID 
VEILED AT 


BUILT BY THE CINCINNATI. 


President McKinley Spoke Impressive- 
ly of the Services and ClLarae- 
‘ter of the First President. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 15.—Here ™m 
the city, which placed on his brow the laure! 
crown of achievement, the memory of 
George Washington, the soldier, the states. 
man and the man, was honored to-day in 
monumental bronze. The cord which re- 
leased the saddling flags of the figure as 
ruler of the republic was drawn by its latest 
executive. 

It was a notable gathering and represen- 
tative of the country, including the Presi- 
dent, the Vice-President and the Cabinet 
officers, its defenders in the officers and 
privates of the army and mavy, and its 
best blood, in the direct descendants of the 
molders and makers of the nation. Maj. 
William Wayne, President of the Cincin« 
nati, who formally presented the monu- 
ment to the city, traces his lineage straight 
to Mad Anthony and William W. Porter, 
the orator of the day, is a grandson of 
David Rittenhouse Porter, twice Governor 


of Penhsylvania, and a gréat grandson of 
Gen. Andrew Porter, who was on Wash- 
ington’s staff.in the revolution, 

The actual unveiling ceremony was im-

President McKinley and his distinguished 
companions reviewed the military parade 
and the crowd while not looking at the 
troops, reviewed the President and his 
partv :

90,000 in line, will be the principal feature. 
Illuminations of the monument, the City 
Hall, the Union League and other points 
will add to the brillianey of the jubilee and 
close the day in a veritable blaze of glory. 


Following is Pres'déent McKinley's speech: 

Fellow Citizens: There is a peculiar and 
tender sentiment connected with this 
memorial. It expresses not only the grati- 
tude and reverence of the living, but is a 
testimonial of affectiom and homage from 
the dead. 

The comrades of Washington 
this monument. Their love’ inspired 
Their contributions helped to build it. Past 
ahd present share in its completion, and 
future generations will profit by its les- 
sons. 

To participate in the dedication of such a 
monument is a rare and precious privilege. 
Evety monument to Washington is a 
tribute to patriotism. Every shaft and 
statue to his memory helps to inculcate 
love of country, encourage loyalty and es- 
tablish a better citizenship. «God bless 
every undertaking which revives patriotism 
and rebukes: the indifferent and lawless. 

A critical study of Washington’s career 
only enhances our estimation of his vast 
and varied abilities. As Commander-in- 
Chief of the Colonial armies from the be- 
ginning of the war to the proclamation of 
peace, as President of the convention which 
framed the constitution of the United States, 
as the first President of the United States 
under that constitution, Washington has a 
d‘sinction differing from all other illustrious 
Americans. No other name bears or can 
bear such a relation to the Government. Not 
only by his military genius—his patience, his 
sagacity, his courage and his skill—was our 
national independence won, but he helped in 
largest measure to draft the chart by which 
the nation was guided, and he was the first 
chosen of the people to put in motion the 
new Governmeént. 

His was not the boldness of martial dis- 
lay nor the charm of captivating oratory, 
but his calm and steady judgment won 
men's support and commanded their confi- 
dence by appealing to their best and noblest 
aspirations. And withal Washington was 
ever ¢€0 modest that at no time in his ca- 
reer did his personality ©®eem in the least 
intrusive. He was above the temptation 
of power. He spurned the suggested crown. 
He would have no honor which the people 
did not bestow. An interesting fact, and 
one which I love to recall, is that the only 
time Washington formally addressed the 
Constitutional convention during all its 
sessions over which he presided in this 
city he appealed for a larger representa- 
tion of the people in the national House of 
Representatives, and his appeal was in- 
stantly heeded. Thus he wag ever keenly 
watchful of the rights wf the people in 
whose hands was the destiny of our Gov- 
ernment then and now. Masterful as were 
his military campaigns, his civil adminis- 
tration commands equal admiration. His 
foresight was marvelous; h’s conception of 
the philosophy of government, his insist- 
ence upon the necessity of education, mo- 
rality and enlightened citizenship to the 
progress and permanence of the Republic 
cannot be contemplated even at this pe- 
riod without filling us with astonishment 
at the breadth of his comprehension and 
the sweep of his vision. 

His wus no narrow view of government. 
The immediate present was not his sole con- 
cern, but our futuregood his constant theme 
of study. He blazed’ the path of liberty. He 
laid the foundation upon which we have 
grown from weak and scattered colonial 
sae to a united republic, whose 
domains and power as well as whose lib- 
erty and freedom have become the admira- 
tion of the world. Distance and time have 
not detracted from the fame and force of 
his uchievements or diminished the gran- 
deur of his life and work. Great deeda do 
not stop in their growth, and those of Wash- 
ington will expand In influence in all the 
centuries to follow. 

The bequest Washington has made to ciy. 
llization Is rich beyond computation. The 
obligations under which he has placed man- 
kind are sacred and commanding. The re- 
sponsibility he has left for the American 
people to preserve and perfect what he av. 
complished is evidence that the people real- 
ize what they enjoy and cherish With affec. 
tion the illustrious heroes of revolutionary 
story whose Valor and sacrifices made ws a 
nation. They live in us and their memory 
will help us keep the covenarit entered into 
for the maintenance of the freest govern. 
ment of earth. The nation and the name of 
Washington are inseparable. = is linked 
indissolubly with the other. th are gio- 
rious, both triumphant. Washington lives 
and will live because what he did was for 
the exaltation of man,ahe enthronement of 
conscience and the establishment of a gov.

NEW YORKERS CLAIM TO BE 
HEIRS OF BARON HIRSCHFIELD.

RECORDS HUNTED FOR PROOF. 


Many Complications, Including the 
Loss of Valuable Documents 
on the Elbe. 


NEW YORK, May 16.—The World this 
morning says: Every morning punctually 
at 9 o'clock, during the past week, a man 
and a woman have appeared at the William 
Street entrance of the Custom House and 
have hurried to the record room the mo- 
ment the doors were unlocked. 

There, day in and day out, they busy 
themselves amid the musty mass of mani- 
fests, which have been accumulating there 
ever since Uncle Sam first began to collect 


custom revenues. 

«The man's laborious work is to establish 
the claim of an American family to the 
fortune of a Berlin banker who died in- 
testate several years go, leaving, it is said, 
an estate valued at 1,900,000 marks. 

One of the searchers is a representative 
from dhe office of Lawyer Edward E, M 
Call of New. York. The woman is believed 
to be the agent of a Berlin lawyer. 

There left Berlin in the early part of the 
year 1837 one Heyman Hahn. He came to 
America to make his fortune. Upon his 
arrival in New York he opened a small to- 
bacco shop in the “‘Swamp."" He prospered. 

In 1838 he was married to Mary Buskey. 
Hiahn, being a Hebrew, the marriage took 
place in an east side SyYnaxogue, and the 
marriage certificate was given to a Miss 
Bertha May, a friend of the oride, who was 
the only witness to the wedding. 

A few years went by and Hahn's business 
increased vastly and his little shop gave 
Way to a larger establishment. Ilinally he 
became one of the leading tobacco mer- 
chants In the “Swamp,’’ Hs weil as the 
ed'tor of one of the first tobacco trade 
journels in New York. 

When Hahn died in 1875 he 
fortable little fortune to his tive chiidren. 
and his two sons, Isaac and Louis, con- 
tinued business. But few of his friends ever 
knew he was 4 relative of the great panker 
Hirschfield of Berlin. 

About. four years ago Hirschfleld, the 
banker of Berlin, died intestate, leaving a 
large fortune, and an advertisement was 
published asking for infarmation as to his 
relatives, and Isaac Hahn, the eluest son 
of the tobacco merchant, believing from 
proof in his possession that the banker 
was his father’s cousin, Lawyer Mccall 
got Gov. Flower interested in the case. 

By advice of Mr. McCall, young Hahn 
engaged as counsel Dr. Von Simpson and 
Dr. Alfred Gotthelf, two eminent lawyers 
in Berlin, and suit was brought for the for- 
tune. To defeat the*American heirs, Eng- 
lish and German claimants denied the 
gality of, Hahn's marriage. Lawyer McCall 
found living in Brooklyn Bertha May, the 
only witness to the ceremony, and just as 
it seemed to be decided in favor of Isaac 
Hahn, he was summoned to this city to 
look after his business interests. The steam- 
er he sailed on wags the Elbe, the story of 
whose loss, two days later, made the whole 
world mourn, Hahn had with him many 
papers of great importance in _the suit, 
and they, of course, were lost with him. 
Louis Hahn, the sorrowing brother, is now 
fighting the case in the trial at present in 
progress in Berlin. The English and Ger- 
man claimants concede the legality of the 
Hahn-Buskey marriage, but deny the legit- 
imacy of the children. 

Moreover, the claimants claim that the 
heir’s father was not Heyman Hahn, the 
cousin of Banker Hirschfield, who came 
here in 1837, but one- Heinrich Hahn, who 
came in 1838 on the ship St. Louis.

THE DINGLEY SURPLUS. 

Mr. Dingley’s threat of creating a sur- 
plus for the purpose of retiring green- 
backs from circulation is a serious one. 
But, after all, the programme is like the 
famous recipe for cooking a hare. In 
the recipe the first requisite is to catch 
the hare. In the Dingley programme the 
first requisite is to get the surplus. 

Under the Dingley bill, as it passed 
the House, a surplus was impossible. 
That bill, enacted into law, would have 
increased revenue from sugar imports, 
but so many of its schedules were pro- 
hibitory that its general effect would 
have been to decrease rather than in- 
crease revenues. As amended by the 
Senate Committee, the revenues from 
sugar imports will be less than they 
would have been under the original Ding- 
ley bill. 

If the Senate bill becomes a law it will 
yield larger revenues than the original 
Dingley bill would have done, but the 
increase will come from increased taxes 
on beer and tobacco and from the duty 
on tea. It remains to be seen whether the 
proposed increase of the beer tax can 
become effective and it is quite likely that 
the revolt against the proposed tariff on 
tea will defeat that impost. With these

This is clause 2 of section 784, Rev'sed 
Ordinances of the City of St. Louts.

At Friday night's meeting Delegate 
Charles A. Gutke of the Eleventh Ward in- 
troduced a resolution calling upon Chief 
of Police Harrigan and the Board of Police 
ee to do their duty in enforc- 
ng it.

The 
resolution had to be read over four times 
before Delegate Louls Decker of the Thir.

(hey Get Railway Contracts aud Japan 


Is Envious. 


NEW YORK, May 15.—The Herald to- 
day publishes the following correspondence 
from Seoul, Korea: 

“There is no little hard feeling at pres- 


ent between Korea and Japan. The two 
ehief foreign counselors of the Korean 
Cabinet, Gen. Charles Legendre and former 
Consul General Greathouse, both Ameri- 
can citizens, by the way, have advised the 
Cabinet to keep as far as possible from an 
entanglement with Japan or a con- 
tinental entanglement, in the sense of over- 
hasty concessions, contracts or the like. The 
result is that, after repeatedly half*promis- 
ing Japan to let her build the first railways 
fin the kingdom, an American syndicate, 
represénted by Mr. T. Coleman of Denver, 
has not only obtained the contract for the 
railroad, and will practically own it, but 
has commenced the work of this novel 
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twenty-five miles of railroad, and will finish 


it within the .the year. 
“Moreover,.it is an epen secret that this 
fs merely the beginning. The syndicate pro- 
es to bulld altogether 300 to 500 miles of 
ine, within the next five years, between 
the seaports of Fusan and Inchon and the 
Capital, then norfhward Over a very easy 
country to Phyon-an-Po, the most fertile 
and wealthy of the Korean provinces. 
“This gives great umbrage to Japan, as 
one of Count Inouye’s special missions was 
directed toward getting the concession for 
these lines. Japan had made this conces- 
sion a sine qua non in remitting a part of 
Korea's old indebtedness to herself. It is at 
the same time understood that Japan can- 
mot give full vent to her grow! because of 
the necessity of keeping the United States 
good humor at the present moment. It 
seems quite evident that Japan has lost 
control over Korea’s councils and_ that 
— of the main result of her war with 
hina has been forfeited.”

This, he thinks, would be for the 
best !nterests of the people. ‘

jorities.

A GOOD THING. 


INSURANCE DEPARTMENT GUAR- 
ANTEES IT AGAINST DAMAGE. 


IT IS UNDER INVESTIGATION. 


— 


Voluntary Insurance Organization 
That Is More Beneficial to the 
Company Than Its Employes. 


The State Insurance Department is inves- 
tigating the legal status of the Burlington 
Voluntary Insurance Association. 

The organization is part of the Burling- 
ton Railroad system and a source of ben- 
Be- 
cause it isn’t quite so beneficial to the men, 
whose money keeps it alive, it has been 
brought to the attention of State Insurance 
Commissioner Orear in the hope that he 
may wipe it out or at least terminate its 
objectionable features. 

Attorney Harry B. Hawes, who is as- 
sociated with Gov. Charles P. Johnson and 
Virgil Rule, made the complaint for one of 
his enenta, an employe of the Burlington 
road. 

According to Mr. Hawes, who inspected 
the constitution and by-laws before sub- 
mitting them to the Insurance Commis- 
sioner, the association is a very good thing 
for the Burlington. 

The most startling feature of this insur- 
ance company is that in case of death or 
accident in the line of duty the beneficiaries 
have to elect whether they will accept ther 
insurance and waive their right of action 
for damages or hold to their right of action 
and waive their insurance. 

Perhaps this is why the association ie 
ealled ‘“‘voluntary.’”’ The insured pays his 
money and h!s heirs take their choice as to, 
whether they will collect it or not. 

Anyhow it relieves the company of any 
worry over fellow-servant legislation. 

Mr. Hawes says the volunteer feature ex- 
tends no further than the title inasmuch 
as membership in the organization is mor- 
ally compulsory. “In this way,” says Mr. 
Hawes, “the organization can be used as 
a cloak for a black Hist. The Burlington 
system covers a number of roads. When 
a man its discharged on one line and ap- 

lies for work on another he has to be 
nsured and undergo medical examination. 
This gives the company time to trace him 
up and identify him. In case they don’t 
want him all] they have to say is that he 
has not passed the medical examination. 

“Another objectionable feature,’ con- 
tinued Mr. Hawes, “‘is that a man may pay 
money into the association for years and 
then withdraw from the service of the 
company. In that event he loses all claim to 
sick or accident benefit. He may participate 
in the death benefit though by keeping up 
his monthly payments. 

“There is no objection to the amount of 
assessment. It seems reasonable and is 
based on the amount of salary the insured 
receives. The money is collected monthly 
out of the payments, and is sent to the 
headquarters of the insurance department 
of the company in Chicago. 

“What the men most object to is that this 
monthly assessment paid into the company 
prevents them from joining outs‘de fraternal] 
associations or labor organizations. 

“Practically,”” continued Mr. Hawes, ‘‘the 
Burlington exacts a monthly assessment 
from its employes to insure it against loss 
by damages for accidents encountered by 
its employes in the line of duty. 

“We have looked into the Missouri 
statutes covering the case and think some 
features of the association are illegal. Two 
weeks ago I submitted a copy of the consti- 
tution and by-laws of the association witha 
letter setting forth the laws with which it 
seemed to be at variance to Commissioner 
Orear. I have not heard from him since.” 

Insurance Commissioner Orear ig out of 
the city. His deputy, Maj. T Towls, 
said Mr. Hawes’ letter had been received 
and was under investigation. Nothing could 
be done unt'l the legal status of the Burling- 
ton Voluntary Insurance: Association has 
been passed upon, 

“The public can rest assured,” he said, 
“that if there is any unfairness in the com- 
pany’s methods, this department will be 
active in suppressing it. This department 
was created for the protection of insurers.”
